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nforcement, 
Higher Fees 
Un Rum Urged 


Report On Inquiry Is 
Made By Committee 
For Legislature 


SACRAMENTO (lUpP)—Tighter local 
enforcement and higher license fees 
were recommended by the joint legis- 
lative liquor committee today in a re- 
port outlining a 14-point program de- 
signed to remedy the major evils con- 
nected with the distribution, sale and 
consumption of intoxicating liquor. 

A result of months of research and 
hearings conducted by Senate and As- 
sembly interim committees headed by 
Senator Ralph E. Swing, San Bernar- 
dino, and Assemblyman James Boyle, 
Los Angeles, the report submitted to 
the legislature as a basis for proposed 
changes in the liquor laws recom- 
mended in part: 

1—A provision prohibiting the sale, 
except by prescription, of liquors con- 
taining more than 60 per cent of al- 
cohol by volume, to curb the traffic in 
straight alcohol. 

2—tightening restrictions of the 
Fair Trade Act, prohibiting retailers 
from giving premiums with liquor; 
preventing wholesalers from operating 
more than one retail establishment; 
limiting the number of licenses grant- 
ed chain organizations. 

3—Provide for uniform opening and 
closing hours and. prohibit deliveries 
during closed periods, on da or 
election days. 

4—In order to make a license valu- 
able, as a deterrent against violation, 
permit the license, once issued, to con- 
tinue until revoked, bUt’ make the pro- 
curing of a license more difficult. 

5—Graduate the license fee so the 
operator in a sparsely settled commun- 
ity doing business in a small way does 
not have to pay as much as the met- 
ropolitan places. 

6—Require a bond from all persons 
engaged in the business. 

7—Impose directly upon the local 
police the duty of enforcing all police 
regulations as well as the provisions 
of the act insofar as they relate to the 
general welfare. 

In addition to its outright recom- 
mendations, the report held that the 
State Board of Equalization had been 
“unjustly criticized” in its efforts to 
enforce new laws and regulate an in- 
dustry under changed conditions. It 
recommended that a fifth member 
should be elected to the board, to re- 
place the controller who serves as a 
pro tem member, and to represent Los 
Angeles County alone. 

The report held that the state law 
did not prohibit saloons or require that 
food be served with liquor; agreed 
there was merit in the contention of 
municipalities that local elective gov- 
erning boards should pass upon appli- 
cations for licenses; suggested that li- 
censes should be restricted in propor- 
titon to population; recommended that 
advertising and display of liquor 
should be restricted and that the liq- 
uor business-should be handled inde- 
pendently, rather than: being made a 
part of grocery, drug and other stores’ 
departments; suggested that high li- 
cense fees might help weed out unde- 
sirable liquor dealers. 

Criticism was directed at federal of- 
ficers and employes on government 
reserves such as March Field and Mare 
Island, for importing liquor and es- 
caping the state tax. 

“The highest penalties should be 
imposed upon anyone who is a party 
or who conspires to evade payment of 
any tax imposed upon the use of liq- 
uor within the state,” the report said.

For Post At Manila 


BOSTON (lP—The Boston Herald 
today says retiring Governor James M. 
Curley of Massachusetts “probably” 
will be appointed Governor-General of 
the Phillipines “within the next 
month.” 

James Roosevelt, the President’s eld- 
est son, is “strongly urging” the ap- 
pointment of Curley to succeed Frank 
Murphy, recently elected governor of‘ 
Michigan, according ‘to the Herald. 

Curley declined to comment.

WAR DANGER IN 
EUROPE HOLDS, 
BAILLIE AVERS 


NEW YORK (lp+—-The menace of a. 
general European war continues, but 
many diplomats and statesmen abroad 
believe the danger is less acute than 
it was a year ago, Hugh Baillie, presi- 
dent of the United Press, told the New 
York state chamber of commerce in 
an address today. 


“The history of the last 18 months 
has shown us that wars are not 50 
lightly entered into by major nations 
as they were prior to 1914,” said Bail- 
lie, who has just returned from Lon- 
don. 

“It takes more to start a big war 
now that it did 22 years ago. That is 
why we have been able to go through 
a year and a half of small wars and 


threatened big wars without the ma-| 


jor catastrophe of a general European 
conflagration actually being set off. 
Without attempting to minimize the 


continuing danger of war, I believe it.
